AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 


S T have the honour to submit the following Return of the 
Prices of certain classes of Agricultural Products and Live Stock 
in Ireland during the year 1902, with comparative tables for the 
preceding years since 1883. These statistics were first 
systematically collected by the Irish Land Commission in 1887, 
and the duty of continuing them was transferred to this Depart- 
ment by the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) 
Act, 1899. 

In submitting them I think it desirable, having regard to the 
fact that price statistics are at all times delicate material to 
handle to repeat the memorandum as to the method of collecting 
and compiling these returns. I further wish to point out that, 
though only actual transactions are recorded, the quantities on 
which the averages are calculated represent a small proportion 
of the actual transactions at fairs and markets m Ireland ; and 
that, consequently, deductions of a general character drawn 
from these statistics must ho made with due regard to their 
limitations. 


METHOD OP COLLECTION.

Reports are received to the number of SOS in the year f 
nine Reporters of Prices who are specially appointed as exnf 
judges of stock to report transactions in Store Stock at m 
selected fairs. Each Reporter is assigned a certain Mnfc 
of fairs m the year, to which his reports are to be confin* 
Those fairs are divided into districts in each of which the 
Reporter is required to record a specified number of fairs in earl 
quarter of the year, with the object of making his reports « 
representative as possible of the value of stock within the dis 
tact included m each group. The Reporter is further obliged 
to select each fair for report, so that no district should be ex 
eluded, and that due regard should he had to those more 
important fairs which are held at certain periods of the year. 

Reports of Live Weight prices of Store Stock are also 
occasionally received from the official Reporters and from those 
persons to whom summaries of the various reports are supplied. 

Particulars of Live Stock transactions are reported weekly 
by the Market Authority, and by Mr. Gavin Low, salesmaster, 
with respect to the Dublin Eat Stock Market, and by Mr. Robson 
auctioneer, with respect to the Belfast Eat Stock Market. The 
Market Authorities of Belfast and Cork are also required to re- 
port all cases in which cattle and sheep sold in these markets 
ave been weighed upon the Market Authorities’ weighbridges ; 
but such reports are seldom furnished.

METHOD OF COMPILATION. 

Reports of prices of produce when received in this Branch 
are carefully checked, and in case any discrepancy appears the 
officer making such return is asked to explain the figures 
sent m. s 
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The reports indicate the gross weight and price in the case of 
each transaction, together with the average prices for all the 
transactions reported. The highest and lowest prices of each 
commodity are then recorded in a weekly return, together with 
the gross totals of the weights and prices according to the towns 
from which such returns are received ; and from this record 
the quarterly and annual returns of average prices are calculated 
bv dividing the gross price by the gross quantity so recorded 
for each period. A further record is made of the highest and 
lowest prices prevailing in each Province during each month of 
the year, from which are computed the highest and lowest 
i oe s in each Province for the year, by taking the mean of 
the prices so recorded during the year. 

The reports on live stock are also carefully checked and com- Live Stock, 
pared with current prices as recorded by the agricultural and ( stor ' Sto<!k 0 
general Press, and when found necessary the report is queried. 

The reports deal with Cattle and Sheep, each description of live 
stock being classified according to age and quality. Young Pigs are 
also included, and a short description of the nature and extent of 
the fair is given. The names of the buyers and sellers are stated, 
too-ether with the number of animals and the gross price of the lot 
included in each transaction, and from these figures the average 
prices are calculated. The gross totals of these transactions are 
ascertained according to the classes, ages, and kinds of animals, 
and duly recorded. A summary of the report is then, issued to 
the Press, to such persons as have requested to he furnished 
therewith, and also to the several Reporters for their information 
and comment, if any. The totals of the figures so recorded are 
ascertained monthly, quarterly, and yearly, and from these are 
calculated the quarterly and annual returns of average prices, 
by dividing the gross number into the gross values of each class 
and bind of animal. 

The returns of Pat Stock, which are furnished weekly, are (F n t stock.) 
also carefully checked, and the average weights and prices of 
each transaction calculated. A summary of the live weights 
and prices is then issued to the Press and others interested, and 
a record is made of the highest and lowest transactions in each 
kind and quality of animal, together with the gross weights 
and prices of Cattle and Sheep, and from such record the 
quarterly and yearly returns of the average prices arc calculated 
by dividing the gross price by the gross weight, according to 
the various kinds and qualities of the stock recorded, for each 
period. Prom these returns arc also ascertained the quarterly and 
yearly average prices of Beef and Mutton, by calculating from 
the average price per 112 lbs. (live weight) the corresponding 
price per 112 lbs. (dead weight) in the ratio of 4 to 7- 

The prices of Irish Agricultural Products given in this Return 
relate only to agricultural products grown, bred, fattened, pro- 
duced, or manufactured in Ireland. In addition to the twenty-
